What is relied upon as authentic tradition is to the 
effect that the progenitor of the Price relationship in 
Greenbrier. Botetourt, Craig, Monroe, and Pocahon¬ 
tas counties was one Samuel Price, who was among 
the earlier settlers of Augusta County in the vicinity 
of New Hope.
